HEN CAIN, after slaying 

Abel, responded to the Lord’s 
question about his brother's where- 
abouts by saying, “Am | my broth- 
er’s keeper?” the Lord said nothing.

The men 
who earn their living grappling 
know they depend upon each other 
for so much. Each man is a 
representative of the community. A 
good exhibition reflects well on 
everyone. A bad match smears 
them all. If one title falls into dis- 
respect, all titles are diminished. 
Wrestlers have long ago realized 
they are indeed their brother's 
keeper. For them, there is nochoice. 

Dominic DeNucci has long known 
his responsibility to wrestling. The 
dignity of the sport is more impor- 
tant to him than any personal honor. 
He considers it noble to sacrifice his 
life for the sport. 

In contrast, Sheik would think 


nothing of sacrificing the sport for 
himself. A man who knows no 
dignity, Sheik tortures with glee and 
delight. As long as he’s paid for his 
savagery, Sheik thinks of nothing 
else. He has no other considera- 
tions. Caring about something more 
than self is an incomprehensible 
concept to this man. 

When Dominic DeNucci journey- 
ed to Detroit, he knew there would

be an inevitable confrontation with 
Sheik. The two men were being 
drawn together like the opposite 
poles of a magnet.

DeNucci wanted to see if Sheik was

I’m 
taking no chances. Sheik won't get 
the better of me, like he does 


against so many other guys.”

an analysis of Ox Baker. This depised 
athlete was drivén into an emotional 
corner by two accidents and has been 
fighting from that psychological 
position ever since. 

The two occurrences which scarred 
Baker for life are the deaths of two 
opponents in the ring. Baker had

already earned a reputation for 
ruthlessness before these deaths, but 
he showed no signs of his present 
extreme viciousness. This condition 
has to be traced to the two unfortunate 
deaths, possibly at the hands of Baker. 

After the first man died in a bout 
against Ox, most people were willing 
to dismiss it as a tragic accident, which 
all reports say is the truth of the 
matter. An autopsy revealed the man 
had suffered a blood clot in the brain. 
Therefore, any extensive exercise 
would have caused death. There is no 
way Baker could be blamed. However, 
fans were a bit put off at the callous 
way Baker refused to mourn for his 
fallen comrade. 

Baker’s refusal to mourn may not 
have been due to his hard heart. In 
fact, it may bejust the opposite. Afraid 
to show the depth of his sorrow, Baker 
might have masked his despair as 
callousness. It’s a common psycholo- 
gical ploy, acting the opposite of your 
real emotions. 

However, the second death, 
following less than a year after the 
first, may have permanently crippled 
Baker’s mind. The fans began to 
shriek, “MURDERER! MURDER- 
ER!” at the grappler. Again the 
autopsy revealed Baker could not be 
blamed for the tragedy. A heart 
condition, not treated in time, was the 
killer—not Baker. 

Baker knew this, but he couldn't 
convince the fans of his innocence. 
There is a report that Baker tried to 
reason with a crowd before a match 
shortly after his opponent died. The 
reporter claimed Baker pleaded with 
the fans to understand him. They 
ignored the entreaties of the man they 
deemed a murderer. It is the first and 
last reported instance of Baker asking 
for understanding. 

There are widespread reports, how- 
ever, of Baker proudly proclaiming his 
slaughtering of two lives. He brags 
he has killed two men in the ring and 
he’s looking for a third. He seems to 
glory in the fans’ hatred. By this time, 
his joy may be genuine. Deranged, but 
genuine. 

Baker may be the psychological 
product of the wrestling fans. They 
deemed him a killer and he couldn’t 
change their opinion. Striking back at 
them, he became worse than they 
expected. If they conceived of him as 
an unfeeling killer, he’d pretend to 
want to be a mass murderer. He dared 
them to think he was worse than he 
pretended to be. If they hated him, he’d 
hate them worse!

Again and again, over the years, 
Baker has behaved more cruelly than 
the fans could imagine. He flaunts his 
savagery in front of them. He dares 
them to tolerate his presence. It’s the 
only way he can keep a sense of control 
over his personality. 

Baker is afraid the crowd will tell 
him what kind of person he is. He finds 
it impossible to behave like a rational 
human being when they shout at him. 
Yet he’s afraid to be the man they 
believe him to be. People are telling 
him he’s a killer and a maniac. He 
starts behaving in the way people tell 
him to behave. However, he becomes 
terrified when he realizes he’s only the 
reflection of people’s opinions; there is 
no center of himself. 

He has two choices. One, he can be 
the opposite of what people think he is; 
an almost impossible task for a public 
person. Often, it leads to nervous 
breakdowns. The only other choice 
Baker has is to lead the people's 
opinion of him. Whatever the fans 
think he will try to be worse. No matter 
what the fans think, Baker will show 
them he’s even worse! 

Unfortuntely, Baker doesn’t realize 
he’s being driven—he’s not the driver. 
In the end, it’s the fans who are making 
him do what he does. He is their 
unknowing slave. He is forced by their 
image of him to get worse and worse. 

It’s doubtful even Ox Baker knows 
who he is at this point. So long the 
pawn of fans’ misconceptions, his real 
personality is either destroyed or 
buried under dangerous neuroses. 

The fans hate Ox Baker. Unhappily, 
Baker is the man the fans forced him to 
be. O

Before beginning the most intricate 
series of predictions ever devised for 
any sport, a word of introduction is in 
order.

Every rookie who shows 
promise is welcomed into the sport 
with open arms and great expecta- 
tions. After he has made a name for 
himself, the hardest part begins. 
And that hardest part has begun for 
Chavo Guerrero. 

The young wrestler must now 
earn a reputation. The wrestling 
fraternity no longer excuses his 
mistakes. The period of critical scru- 
tiny has begun. This is the period 
which can make or break a wrestler. 
It marks the difference between 
being a one-day wonder or a legiti- 
mate star. 

Every match takes on great 
importance. Two or three sloppy 
battles in row, no matter what the 
excuse, could mean Chavo would be 
doomed forever to preliminary 
bouts. A few great matches may 
make him a respected member of 
the profession. 

The wrestlers and promoters are 
picking apart the abilities of Chavo 
Guerrero. They’re studying all of his 
matches for weaknesses and 
strengths. When this scrutiny is 
over, what they don't know about 
Chavo won't be worth knowing. 

Already, there is plenty of raw 
information being circulated about 
the young man. Though there is no 
consensus on Chavo’'s skills so far, 
one can predict what will eventually 
be said among the profession. 

According to the most knowl- 
edgeable sources, there is only one 
thing people feel is standing be- 
tween Chavo and greatness: the 
young man’s temper. A professional 
athlete cannot afford to lose con- 
trol. He can make his rage work for 
him but, he can’t make himself work 
for his rage. There must be a 
composed and calculating method 
to all his madness. Chavo, many 
fear, lacks this control. When he 
gets angry, recklessness often leads 
to defeat. That, in a professional, is 


unforgiveable. 

Experts are quick to point out, 
however, a temper is often the 
curse of the young. Most athletes 
who suffer from a short temper 
learn to control it over the years. 
There’s every chance Chavo will be 
able to make his anger work for him, 
as all fine veterans do. 

Most mat observers agree this 
next year is crucial for Guerrero. 
During it, he will be facing rougher 
competition more often. He may 
have to leave the Los Angeles area 
and the crowds that love him for a 
while. He will hear a concentration 
of boos for the first time. He must 
learn to take them in stride. It will 
test his temper and determination. 
If he fails the challenge, he will fail 
as a wrestler. 

Chavo is still in the formative 
stages of his career. Yet, wrestling 
experts can predict his limitations 
with assurance. There are certain 
maneuvers he is physically incap- 
able of mastering, at least in this 
decade. Of course, there are some 
maneuvers beyond the abilities of 
any wrestler. Most observers be- 
lieve what moves Chavo can't han- 
dle won't hurt his career. There are 
many maneuvers at which he will 
become remarkable. 

Physically, Chavo Guerrero 
should be able to attain greatness. 
He has the perfect physique of a 
wrestler: muscular and agile. His 
instincts are phenomenal—he 
senses the right thing at the right 
time. It was a gift Chavo was born 
with. It can’t be learned. 

However, athletes have been 
known to squander their gifts and 
descend into mediocrity. Noone can 
be successful at a sport without 
long and hard training. Those to 
whom a sport comes easily are the 
ones most likely to deteriorate the 
fastest. Young men, once they 
achieve the first plateau of success,

However, only a 
man’s managerial skill should be 
counted—if still an active wres- 
tler, his grappling skills must be 
ignored. Last year, the man who 
won was the hated George Can- 
non. The year before, equally 
despised Lou Albano walked off 
with the honor. Obviously, this is 
not a popularity contest! O 


MIDGET WRESTLER 
OF THE YEAR 


Though a midget is eligible in 
all other categories, these 
remarkable athletes are also 
given a separate category of 
their own. The winner should be 
judged on the same criteria used 
for any other top athlete. Also, 
the midget mat star should be 
judged on how greatly he has 
added to the dignity of his or her 


sport. Courage and ambition, 
such as participating in matches 
with regular-sized opponents, is 
important. The midget who has 
done most to show how little 
separates the smaller man from 
the heavyweight battler should 
be given special considerationin 
the voting. Dignity is almost as 
important as skill in this 
category. Last year, this was 
evident in the ballotting when 
Sky Low Low was elected the 
top midget in his field. Here is a 
man who has combined dignity 
and skill for decades, bringing 
midget wrestling the respect it 
deserves as an exciting sport.

TAG TEAM OF THE 
YEAR 


Similar rules apply in this 
category as in Wrestler of the 
Year. Nominees should be those 
who teamed regularly during the 
year, not a pair who formed an 
alliance only for a few matches. 
The grapplers should not be 
judged on their individual merit, 
but rather on how well they 
battle as a team. It’s more than 
likely two mediocre wrestlers 
can combine into a great team 
while two brilliant grapplers are 
unable to function well together. 
Only the accomplishments of 
this year should be considered. 
A new tag team which looks 
promising is ineligible. Again, 
this is not a popularity contest. 
The team need not have been 
seen personally by the voter. 
Reliable reporting can be used 
as a basis for judgement. The 
winners need not be champions. 
Whether or not a team has a 
manager should not be a 
consideration. The team should 
have wrestled together for at 
least six months of the year, 
however, and have a good record 
of varied accomplishments. The 
quality and variety of opponents 
should be given great considera- 
tion. A member of any other tag 
team is eligible for any other 
award. The top team need not 


not have the same manager.

VILLAIN OF THE 
YEAR 


This designation is given to 
the wrestler who has most 
outraged the fans by his or her 
use of illegal tactics to savagely 
torture opponents. The grappler 
must first be judged on his 
ruthlessness and cruelty. His 
enjoyment of having an oppo- 
nent writhe in agony is one of 
the prime qualifications. He 
should also be skillful, able to 


cripple the best in the sport. The 
most reprehensible man in the

sport should have a wide 
repertoire of maneuvers, both 
flagrant and subtle. Also, the 
brawler should be cunning, able 
to keep his cheating from the 
eyes of the referee. Remember, 
being a good cheater is a skill 
requiring long hours of hard 
work. One can despise the result 
but can’t ignore the dedication. 
Also, the top rulebreaker must 
have defeated a wide variety of 


top athletes. He must be able to 
cheat against a variety of styles. 
This is more than an anti- 
popularity contest; it is also a 
recognition of despised skill. 
The winner of this award should 
be the one able to get away with 
the most for the longest period of 
time. Champions are of course 
eligible, although one man noted 
mostly for tag team work should 
not be included. Former winners 
include the Great Mephisto, Billy 
Graham and Sheik. This year’s 
winner should be of the same 
ilk—despised! Oo 


ROOKIE OF THE 
YEAR 


To qualify for this award, the 
wrestler must have begun his 
or her career during 1975. 
Wrestlers who hide their identi- 
ties behind a mask are ineligible. 
There are two criteria for this 
honor. The first consideration is 
how well the grappler has done 
over the past year. One must 
examine the opponents battled 
and the success against them. A 
rookie who has taken onthe best 
possible with limited success 
should rank higher than those 
who had great success against 
mediocrities.

Again, popularity has noth- 
ing to do with this award. Ability 
and promise for the future are 
what count most. Last year’s 
winner was Ric Flair.

The top mat woman should be 
judged by the same rules as 
applies to the top man. Only 
skill and achievement are the 
standards by which the winner 
should be judged. Neither 
beauty nor popularity should be 
a consideration. Again, being 
champion has nothing todo with 
winning this award. Only her 
record for the past year should 
be considered—the past and the 
future have nothing to do with 
this honor. Only the 12 months 
encompassing 1976 should be 
judged. Regard should also be 


given to how much the woman 
has contributed to the sport's 
growing popularity; whether or 
not she’s brought any new 
fans into the arena. Woman 
wrestling is in a period of growth 
and change. The top gal grappler 
should have made a _ great 
contribution to the sport itself. 
Remember, because the women 
have their own separate cate- 
gory, this does not prevent them 
from being eligible in any other 
category, including “Wrestler of 
the Year.”’ Winners in the recent 
past have included Ann Casey, 
Rachel Dubois, Joyce Grable 
and Vicki Williams. This year, 
the winner must represent all 
things to all women in the 
sport. O

A man should also be judged by 
the variety of opponents he 
meets, and whether or not he 
challenges men of various 
styles. A rulebreaker who has 
been very successful over the 
year can also be considered — 
rulebreaking is an art, however 
vile and shabby. Anyone voting 
for a wrestler simply because 
he’s nice or works often in an 
area is doing the sport a disser- 
vice. Success in the various 
areas of wrestling should be the 
only criterion. We repeat: this is 
not a popularity contest—that's
